"When the frightend sucker trades

And the "special 
trustee" unloads the good stock at, a 
profit in the open market, but at such 
a decreased price as to cripple the 
good company.

"Shimmying 


Instability Of Front Wheels Is Its Supposed, Cause 


This startling phenomenon Is not simple and well understood, but Is 


apparently the result of numeious causes and combinations of 9au$es, 
but this much can be said regarding it: TVhen there is a strong tendency 
lor the front -n heels to wobble persistently the possibility of shimmy- 
Ing exists and it is likely to take place H the steering linkage is not 
free from lost motion and if the mounting of tho steering column is not 
rigid. If the wobbling of the front u heels is constant and at a iasi 
enough rate, the steering column responds to the vibration thus set up 
end shakes uncontiollably 
In fact, in severe cases of shimmying, tne 


-whole front of the <sar shakes unbearably. Front -wheel wobble seems 
to arise In many instances from the points of contact of the front tires 
Tdth the road being out of correct relationship with the knuckle pm 
centers and to be aggravated bv lack of rigidity in the steering control.
